Lord Lieutenant indicated yesterday that | ,

| damage has been caused in different parts 
pre vent | of the world by cloud-bursts. In Colorado 
de.{| the town of Pueblo has been destroyed 

and at least two hundred and fifty persons 
have lost their lives. At about 5 o'clock 
last Friday evening, two hours after a 
cloud-burst had been reported from 
Swallows, fifteen miles to the west, the 
waters of the Arkansas River rose suddenly 
and swept away bridges, houses, and rail- 
way trains. In a few minutes the floods 
reached the second floors in the houses 
that remained standing. On Monday a 
cloud-burst occurred at Lille causing 
damage estimated at a million frances; 
and telegrams from Vienna say that on 
the same day there was sudden and serious 
flooding in Lower and Upper Austria and 
Styria. The London Press is canvassing 
the question whether these violent dis- 
turbances are due to the influence of the 
sun. Once more the spot which shows 
that a vast solar convulsion is in progress 
is visible. The Director of the Meteoro-} 
logical Department in London holds that 
“sunspots have nothing to do with these 
upheavals.’ Lord Kelvin once made a 
caleulation of the energy involved and, 
as a result, dismissed the view that the 
earth could be affected by solar convul- 
sions of which sunspots are a symptom. 
His figures, however, have been disputed. 
Certainly it is a curious coincidence that 
the storms should occur when the sunspov 
becomes visible. '

The third that 
Southern Ireland from 
nouncing the Northern Parliament is the 
most cogent of all.

This 
is, perhaps, the most radical change in 
the whole history of Irish politics, and it 
is a change that no wise Irishman need 
regret. The business, if and when we get 
to business, will be transacted between 
mtn who have a common country, the same 
material interests, and that knowledge of 
one another’s strength and weakness that 
sthoothes the path of compromise. Alter 
yesterday the South must deal directly 
with the Northern Government and must- 
employ methods that will appeal to the 
Northern heart and to the Northern brain. 
The employment of methods that shock the 
one and repel the other will be, hence- 
forward, political insanity. That fact ,js 
the political condemnation, as its wicked- 
ness is the moral condemnation, of the 
campaign of crime. The Lord Lieutenant 
says that Ireland has no right to prosper 
so long as the sin of murder prevails. In 
the terms of politics these words mean 
that, so long as murder prevails, no settle- 
ment that would bring peace to Ireland 
can be attained. The future lies now in 
the hands of Northern and Southern 
statesmanship, and all good Irishmen must 
pray that the Northern Parliament will 
play a brave aad worthy part in, the
